The H'WiV'x London cable says parlia- 
ment adjourned last evening until <>ci.i- 
ber 124 th, it course of action entirely with- 
out precedent since J85;!, (() in which year 
there was an adjournment from August 
i'd to October 27th, to allow the Irish 
parliament time lo consider the proposed 
commercial resolutions. It is by no 
means unlikely that the fashion of au- 
tumnal sessions of a month or six weoks' 
duration, to begin about November 1st, 
will be adopted iii the future, enabling 
the legislators to leave London about the 
middle of duly. Although Gladstone 
lias destribed the session which has just j 
terminated as one of nun and discomfit- I 
uro, there can bo no doubt that il leaves 
the liberal party uure secure in their en- j 
joyniont of power than il has boon for 
mouths past, thanks to the impudence 
with which Ghidatono has pirated the 
spirited foreign policy of I'eacenstiold, so j 
liurcoly attacked and abused by the liber 
ills when in opposition, though it must j 
always be remembered that Gladstone 
during the Midlothian campaign threw 
an anchor to windward by laying down 
very much the same plan of operations in 
Egypt that has been followed in the pres- 
ent, dilbculty. 

By the irony of fatu the converting of 
Cyprus into a military depot and employ- 
ment of Indian troops, the expense of the

Chief John Dunn, who has been taking 
on a good deal in his absence. 

All eyes are now turned toward Egypt, 
from which, however, no news of a .iuci- 
sivo character is to be expected just yet. j 
There is much .speculation as to Sir Gar- 
net WoUeley's plans, which the general 
■ keeps profoundly secret. In professional 
circles hero the troops that have been re-, 
embarked at Alexandria' art! believed to 
be destined for Ismalia. by way of l'ort 
Said, and it is surmised that unless there 
should be good reason for believing that 
a direct blow lo Arabi would end in his 
being deserted- by his forces, no general 
niovemont will be made until the arrival 
of the Indian contingent at Suez, when, | 
simultaneously with an attack on the | 
front of Arabi's lines near Alexandria, an 
advance will bo made from Ismalia and 
Suez in the direction of Cairo, with the 
object of cutting off his line of retreat 
and occupying Cairo, so as to prevent I 
that city from sharing the fate of Alex ■ 
audria. 

It is difficult to imagine how Arabi- 1 
l>py's army is to bo able to stand again.-! ' 
a strong, well disciplined and perfectly 
equipped force such as wo have sent out I 
to Egypt. 

The affair is generally regarded hore as I 
a military promenade, always supposing I 
that no external complications arise. 
Now and thun a faint remembrance of 
Isandlana shakes this quiet complacency, 
but then if Arabi makes no successful 
stand our troubles will begin when the j 
European concert begins to consider 
what tho future government shall bo. 
There are rumors to day that Arabi has 
boon proposing terms, and thero are san- 
guine souls who think it not impossible he 
niny surrender without firing a shot. 

Harvesting is still continuing in lino if 
rather dull weather. All tho crops aro 
realizing tho expectations that have bo*n 



formed of them recently and are above 
an ordinary average, with the exception 
of thu wheat crop, and even that is above 
tho average of thu last fifteen years.

To the Editor — Since the various rail- 
read enterprises of the American conti- 
nent keep constantly before the public 
eye their remarkable progress by means 
of special or occasional correspondence, it 
occurred to 1110 that the Canadian Pacific, 
in consideration of its importance and by 
reason of- its peculiar relations to the 
northwest coast, should bo frequently 
and favorably noticed by the press of 
British Columbia. Occupying, as it does, 
a prominent place among the great pro- 
jects of the age, its success should be a 
source of honest pride to every citizen of 
the province, and the strongest bond of 
union between the old homeB in the east 
and the new empire of the west. I shall 
nut burden your columns with statistics, 
but with your permission will record the 
result of a few days' observation along 
the line. 

1H K. FIRST IMPRESSION 

one receives is that peculiar difficulties 
beset the work, especially along the banks 
of the Fraser, and that unusual obstacles 
have been met and surmounted during the 
present year. Unprecedented Hoods June 
carried away bridges and destroyed roads, 
rendering communications with the upper 
divisions almost impracticable. Material 
and provisions have been forwarded for 
much of the time on pack trains, which 
wore often compelled to seek the old Cari- 
boo trail among the mountains or pick 
their way over the rocky steeps in ad- 
vance of the grade. Indeed, the only 
means of transportation that can as yet 
be employed are (Jhineso and mules until 
the wagon road is_ repaired. Amid

the officers of every grade have worked 
with commendable energy and success, 
and T may be pardoned for indulging in a 
aniilo at the statements published of pro- 
gress on the Northern Pacific, when the 
prince of superintendents, with all the 
appliances of steam derricks, horses, 
carts and rock men, with a train of cars 
at his back and employing i-100 white la- 
borers and 3900 Chinese, excavated dur- 
ing the month of June 58,748 cubic yards 
of rock, 107,117- yards of earth and made 
173, 865 yards of embankment. 1 have 
been permitted to use

done on a section of the Canadian Pacific 
during the month of July, and offer them 
here, not in the way of invidious com- 
parison, but merely to convince our 
friends over the border that energy 
and enterprise are found in other 
lands. Without a horse or a cart 
or steam, 1031 Chinese and 40 white 
foremen, using only picks, shovels, 
drills and wheelbarrows, excavated 88,- 
140 yards of earth, 10,081 yards of loose 
rock and 10,402 yards of solid ruck, and 
made a proportionate amount of embank- 
ment. These men landed in Victoria 
three months before and had to be taught 
how to hold a shovel and strike a drill, 
some of them ascending clifl's 200 feot 
high with the aid of ropes to reach their 
work, clinging to the rocks like veterans 
with the foaming river beneath ready to 
engulf the unwary. 

THE CHARACTER OK THE COUNTRY 

traversed by the line between Yale and 
Lytton will be readily understood from 
the fact that fourteen tunnels are encoun- 
tered in twenty-four miles of the dis- 
tance. Of those the longest is 1C00 ft. and 
the last is nearly completed. Several riv- 
ers have to be crossed; the Na-aht-latch or 
Salmon river by a Howe truss bridge of 
three spans, one 150 feet and two of 100 
feet each, supported upon piers of solid 
masonry 00 feet high. 'Die Feasor below 
Lytton will be spanned by a magnificent 
iron structure, perhaps the finest on the 
Pacific coast. 

The year 1883 will seo the iron steed 
coursing through these mountains, an- 
other proof that the latent energies of 
the nations are employed in subduing the 
earth instead of destroying each other in 
in cruel wars. Here an army of 7000 
men have attacked the everlasting hills, 
and the reverberations of their cannon- 
ado are heard along a line of fifty miles. 
Rocky battlements are crumbling into 
dust and the fastnesses of the mountains 
are taken by storm. Literally, a highway 
is being cast up for the prince of peace. 

Great praise is due the managers and 
engineers who havo thus far prosecuted 
most successfully this great enterprise, 
and who will turn over to the constituted 
authorities a magnificent specimen of en- 
gineering and construction.

THE-THISTLE BY-LAW. 

Ld. Lowenben; was charged with al- 
lowing thistles to grow on lot No. 1. be- 
longing to James Anderson, situated on 
Store street, he being the agent for the 
same. 

Mr. Lowenberg stated that in pre- 
vious years ho had had an arrangement 
with the city council by winch they were 
to cut down the thistles on this property, 
and this year he was asked and consented 
to contribute the same amount as last 
year, and he thought it strange that the 
corporation should waste his time by 
bringing him into court under the cir- 
cumstances. There were sere 11 cases 
against him. 

Superintendent O'Connor said the no- 
tices had been issued on the 27th tilt., 
and no action taken till the 12th of this 
month, 

Mr. Harris, city surveyor, said he had 
been instructed by the mayor to ask de- 
fendant if he would pay the same as last 
year and he consented, but the corpora- 
tion found there were too many thistles 
to cut, and then they issued a public no- 
tice. 

The whole of the cases wore then ad- 
journed till Monday next, with the un- 
derstanding that Mr. Lowenberg should 
make application to the council concern- 
ing the matter. 

A similar charge was brought against 
Air. Loneveu with regard to lot 182, west 
side of Store street. 

The defendant stated the lot in ques- 
tion was leased from the government by 
Anderson it Co. 

Mr. Harris stated that the lot in cities- 
tion was a peculiar shape and had been 
in dispute. 

Mr. Leneveu said there was another 
case against him as to lot 482, which he 
did not own. 

The matter was adjourned for a week. 

Charles Bossi, on a similar charge, as 
agent of Mrs. Vignolo, as to part of lot 
182, said he never was agent for that 
property, but only acted as a friend. 
Case adjourned till Monday. 

MALICIOUSLY BULLISH A HOUND. 

Charles Goor was charged with having 
on the Kith inst. maliei insly killed a 
deerhound at Belmont, kept for a lawful 
purpose, the property of Dr. William 
Jackson, of Victoria. 

Mr. T. Davie appeared for the defence. 

Dr. Jackson, being sworn, stated that 
on the 13th August he was on Mutchosin 
plains hunting, and went with his dog on 
to the beach at a point between liner's 
house and Albert Head, the dog then 
being in perfect health. After waiting 
an hour and a half he was joined by Fred- 
erick Norris. and they went in company a 
short distance along the beach, after 
which the dog was missed. Shortly after 
Mr. Norris pointed out the dog lying at 
the point of death. The witness after- 
wards opened the dog and removed the 
stomach, and gave it to Mr. Shotbolt for 
analysis, except a portion which he ex- 
amined himself, when he found strych- 
nine in it. Goor had previously frequently 
threatened to kill his dog. 

To Mr. Davie— Goor bad complained 
about the dog running some sheep into 
the water, but this was not true. 

William Bickford, sworn, said he bad 
a conversation with Mr. Goor respecting 
Mr. Jackson's hound, when he said, "1 
will kill those hounds running mine 
sheep.' He told Goor to let him or the 
doctor know if the dog did any damage, 
and not kill him. He heard Goor com- 
plain of one sheep killed and saw the car- 
cass. Never saw Dr. Jackson's hound 
running sheep, 'and did not think he could 
be induced to worry them. 

Frederick Norris, sworn, stated he was 
in company with Dr. Jackson on the 13th, 
when the dog was killed. Mr. Goor told 
hitn once he had laid poison, and after 
the death of the dog he met him in the 
bush and told him he had poisoned the 
dog, and he made reply, "You and the 
doctor havo shot my cat. " The cat was 
lying in the mad without a hair turned, 
and probably died of poison like the dog. 
Previous to this he told witness he had 
laid poison and the dog would get it. 
Never saw the dog attempt to chase sheep 
when among them. 

Mr. John Moore, druggist, Yates street, 
deposed that on April 24th he was present 
when some strychnine was sold to Mr. 
Goor, who stated it was for poisoning 
panthers. 

Mr. Shotbolt deposed as to finding 
traces of strychnine in the stomach of 
the dog. 

This closed the case fur the prose- 
cution. 

Mr, Davie said he presumed the infor- 
mation had been laid under the 47th sec- 
tion of the act which premised malicious 
injury to property, but the facta in this 
case negatived any unlawful or malicious 
motive. Dr. Jackson kept a hound for 
hunting deer, which in itseli was legal, 
but whether it was legal to run deer 
within a few miles of the town might be- 
come questionable in the future. Admit- 
ting this was legal, the next question was 
whether, even if defendant placed the 
poison, he did it maliciously. The poison 
was bought on the 24th April, a date 
when hunting was not legal, and it re- 
mains till tin' 10th August. This- view of 
the case negatived any unlawful attempt 
on the part of the defendant, as Dr. 
Jackson could have had no hounds in 
that locality when the poison was laid. 
This section was, moreover, directed 
against men wantonly destroying the 
proporty of others, and nut with the view 
of protecting themselves, and was differ- 
ent from that relating to the maiming of 
cattle. He then read the English case of 
Daniels against Janes, showing that 
placing poisoned llesh in an inclosed gar- 
den was not an indictable offence. It 
was difficult to distinguish between the 
two cases. The accused complains about 
his sheep and said ho had placed poison, 
and Dr. Jackson's dog comes alung and 
oats it. In the present case there were 
panthers in the locality which destroyed 
sheep, as well as dogs. 

His Honor declined to have the de- 
fendant called as a witness, and said there 
were some points in the case Mr. Davie 
had read ho would like to look at, he 
would therefore adjourn tho case for 
three days.

Tno Elra's Crow Found and Roscuod. 

London, Aug. 20. — The steamer Hope, 
commanded by Sir Allen Young, C. li., 
which left here in Juno last in search of 
the crew of the steamer Eira, has arrived 
at Peterhead with the entire crew of that 
vessel. The Hope picked them up ill Ma- 
tolschkin Straits, Nova Zembla, on the 
3d of August, they having lost their ship 
off Franz Josef Laud, and journeyed in 
j boats to the straits through the ice. Leigh 
| Smith, commander of the Eira expedi- 
tion, gives the following account of its 
experience: On .Inly 13, 1881, we steamed 
through pack ice and ten days later sight- 
ed Franz Josef Land. We proceeded to- 
I wards Cape Ludlow, which was close to 
tho pack and northward. August 2d we 
| went up Nightingale Sound, and thence 
to Eira harbor and erected a storehouse. 
On the Kith we started east to look for 
the Jeannette, but were unable to pass 
I Vincent Hook. On August 21st the Eira 
gut nipped between a land tloe and pack 
ice a mile east of Cape JFlava, and sank 
■ before we were able to save many stores. 
We built a hut on Cape Flavn of turf and 
stones and covered it with sails. We 
wintered there, and during the whole 

• time no signs of scurvy appeared. Twenty -

A stniy of a reporter who, in order to 
have an account of an execution iu the 
afternoon paper which employed him, 
asked the sherd! to hang t lit- condemned I 
man an hour earlier than the time set, 
has been going the rounds lately in one 
form and another.

HiKjU. He was sent to "do" the hanging 
of a man at Plainfield, X. .)., and found 1 
the execution was not to take place till 
midday, which would not give him time 
to get back to Brooklyn to do it justice. , 
He wenl to the slientl and told him that 
the failure lu hang the man at 10, as an- 
nounced, would knock him out of £(i at 
least, and asked him to put the ceremony 
at 11 o'clock, so that he could get the 
1 1 M) train hat k. To Mr. Philp's sur- 
prise the sherill' was very indignant, but 
finally promised that if Philp could per- 
suade the condemned man to be hanged 
an hour sooner he would only be too glad 
io get the disagreeable job oil' his hands, i 
Mr. Philp went to the cell and told him 
plainly what he came fur. They had a 
drink together. The unfortunate man 
found Philp a very agreeable companion, 
and said thai so far as he was concerned 
it didn't much matter whether he was j 
hanged an hour sooner or later. Philp 
then wrote a note to the sherill embody- ' 
ing the request, the condemned man 
signed it, and he was banged at 11.
